A letter of the 8th inst. from Madrid, says—“ The 
levy of 25,000 men is made, but the army in the 
North is in want of considerable reinforeements, 
and Gen. Quesada declares, that it will be im.

Navarre, withont having at least 40,000 men under 
his command. Otherwise, he says, there must be a 
constant scene of butchery. We have no news from 
the expedition in Portugal. It appears, that for some 
time Gen. Rodil has net made any advance.” 

‘The Sertinelle des Pyrenees of Bayonne, of the 
U3ih iast., has the following :—Between 600 and 
S00 Cureitsts, commanded by Sug istibelza, appeared 
on the Sih before Irun, which was defended by only 
60 Christinos. ‘This weak but bold band imme. 
diately ciosed the gates, entrenched themselves be. 
hind the walls, and for nearly twelve hours kept 
the besiegers in check by a constant and well di- 
rected fire. The Rebels were finally, after long and 
useless efforts, compelled to abandon their object, 
and they raised the sicge at four in the morning of 
the llth, with a loss of 2 men killed and 12 ge- 
riously wounded. ‘The Queen’s troops sustained no 
loss whatever, but we have to deplore the cruel fate 
of the nephew of M. [paraguirre, late Spanish Con- 
sulat Bayonne. He was Regidor of Iran, but at the 
time of the arrival of the rebels was at a country 
house a short distance from the town. The Carlists 
required him to furnish them with 2,000 rations, 
and on his replying that it was impossible for him 
to comply immediutely with their demand, they shot 
him.” 

A private letter from Bayonne, dated the 13th inst. 
says :—‘* According to letters from Madrid the Min - 
ister of War is about to be removed in consequence 
of his not agreeing with his colleagues. Gen. Rodil 
is about toresume the command of the army in the 
Basque provinces, and will be replaced in Portugal 
by Gen. Valdes. Gen. Quesada comes to Madrid to 
take the command of the Guards.

GERMANY. ; 

Lonpos, May 17.—By a letter from Paris # ap- 
pears that some political manifestations of a disi- 
greeable natttre had occurred in the Capitol of Ba- 
varia. About 80 individuals were about to be ar- 
rested, and more than 30 Swiss, most of them arti- 
sens or students, had received notice to quit Munich 
within 24 hours, and Bavaria in 3 days. Domi- 
ciliary visits in the middle of the night had taken 
place in all directions, correspondence seized, and in 
fact all the demonstrations which usually follow 
‘the discovery of an intended political movement. 
‘Among the persons visited by the police was Count 
Montulembert, a Peer of France, and a young man 
of great talents and literary distinction, against 
whom the suspicions of the Government were di- 
rected from his having been in correspondence with 
some persons of revolutionary notoriety in Paris. 

These measures of the Police in Munich are said 
to have been taken in consequence of a despatch 
trom Prince Metternich, which informed the ‘Go- 
vernment of the existence of a plot, having ramifi- 
‘eations over the whole of Gerinany, and supposed to 
be in connexion with the movements in Peris and 
Lyons. The discovery is believed to have been made 
at Lemburgh, during the suppression of the serious 
insurrection there, which is now stated to have cost 
the lives of between 200 and 300 persons. An at- 
tempt on the life of every sovereign in Germany 
was the principal feature in the plan, and the blows 
were to be struck simultaneously. The King of 
Bavaria and the Crown Prince of Prussia were to be 
at the head of’ the list, which contained most of the 
principal names in Germany. ‘The 4th instant was 
‘the day fixed on for the explosion in Munich, and 
‘the person suspected of having undertaken the at- 
‘tempt on the King’s life is stated to have been ar.

MONTGOMERY. 

To write the life of James Montgomery would 
be to compose something like a romance. He was 
born at Irvine, in Ayrshire, 4th November, 1771; 
his father, a Moravian preacher, removed him, at 
the age of four years, to Antrim, in Ireland; he 
remained there fora year, and was then transferred 
to the Moravian seminary at Pulnick, in Yorkshire, 
to be educated, whilst bis father and his mother 
sailed to the West Indies for the purpose of in- 
structing the negroes of Barbadoes. His parents 


perished in this venturous mission, and the young | 


poet was nurtured and instructed by the good and 
generous Moravians, The state in which he was 
kept was monastic; for ten years he was seclud- 
ed from the world; but the result was admirable 
scholarship—and, what the brethren little perhaps 
expected, a resolution to be a poet. At ten years of 
age he was a writer of verses; at fourteen he had 
filled two volumes with his attempts, and the Mora. 
vian brotherhood concluding that out of such mate- 
rials it was in vain to try to make a 
had him articled, first to one trad-sman, then to 
another; the young poet cither disliked business or 
restraint, and, having grown up almost to manhood, 
resolved to seek something for himself. He accord- 
ingly, in the year 1792, associated himself with the 
editor of the Sheffield Register, a journal vehement 
in the cause of public freedom: aclergyman wrote a 
song in honor of the fall of the Bustile: Montgome- 
ry boldiy printed it, and in 1799, was fined twenty 
pounds, and imprisoned for three months in York 
Castle. On his release he wrvte an account of a| 
riot in Sheffield, in which two men were killed; an | 
indictment for a libel wss the consequence ; he was | 
fined thirty pounds and sent for six months to pri- | 
son. ‘The magistrate at whose instigation he Was | 
prosecuted, relented afterwards of his conduct, and 
sought, by kindness and public attention, to eface 
all remembrance of his sufferings. 
He was, however, so little affected by the rigors of | 
a jail, thathe wrote what he called “ Prison Amuse- | 
~rents”—a series of poems, sometimes light and | 


airy, and OCtartvently serious and mournful—they 
were published in 1797. The retired teigure of Scar. 

borongh afforded him an opportunity of composing 

“ The Ocean,” a poem; this wasin 1806; the inju- | 
ries of Switzerland inspired him with the idea of 
giving a picture of the misery to which a Swiss family 
were driven by the fraternal affection of the French. 

The poem is of a dramatic character, and exhibits 
both ardor and sensibility, though the measure is the 
worst that could be chosen for tenderness or emotion. 
“The West Indies” followed ; the poem was pub- 
lished in a most expensive form, and such was the 
demand that ten thousand copies were sold. In the 
year 1812, he wrote ‘“‘ The World before the Flood ;” 
though the time was remote, the country welcomed 
the poem warmly; nor was “ Greenland,” a poem 
which gave an account of the Moravian missions to 
that land of frost and snow, overlooked, thougha 
fragment; his last extensive poem was “ ‘The Pelican 
Island,” in nine cantos, suggested by a passage in 
the voyage of captain Flanders to New Holland. 
One of his most popular works is called “ Songs of | 
Zion,” or, in other words, versions of the Psalms of | 
David. ‘The verse is generally easy and harmonious, 
but in simplicity and graphic truth our ancient ver- 
sions are not approached. The merits of Montgo- 
mery as a poet, must be gathered from the approba- 
tion of the world, and not from the opinion of the 
Edinburg Review.—His thoughts are pure and elevat- 
ed, his diction fluent and harmonious; he maintains 
an equal right, never low; he is calm, but not inpe- 
tuous ; has much tenderness, but not ecstacy. In 
person he wasabove the middle height, with looks 
composed and melancholy ; he is widely esteemed, 
andinhis nature friendly and obliging.
